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SERMONS. 

Every tiuw and then a gTeat *Ho la 
made in tbe newspaper* o rex tba offer¬ 
ing tor sale of germoOi lo England and 
in tbia country. We never have aeen, 
however, any exposition of reaeons why 
it is deemed a crime of such enormity 
to preach a sermon written by another. 
Of course if a minister attempts to palm 
off the sermon of another as his own, 
that would be a heinous offense against 
the moral code; and If the denuncia¬ 
tions of the press were addressed against 
this, all would applaud. 

But there seems to be an Idea almost 
universal that upon no account would 
it do for a minister to use a sermon uot 
of hie own writing. More's the pity 
How much weariness, both on the part 
of pastor and people, could be saved 
were It allowable for the preacher to 
announce from tbe pulpit that be would 
deliver a sermon written by Spurgeou, 
Alexander or other justly distinguished 
pulpit orator; and then give hla congre¬ 
gation the benefit of some of the best 
thinking and writlDg of ths century or 
indeed of the past centuries 

Many a most excellent pastor, more 
useful in his congregation tbauany mere 
orator could be, has only tenth rate 
literary ability perhaps, so that his 
sermons are simply eudored tbe one 
thorn upon the highly prized rose. Now 
did but custom allow it this good, use 
ful and well beloved pastor could de¬ 
liver to bis congregation as Udc ser¬ 
mons as are enjoyed l>y the best 
provided cborch&s in the land. He 
would not be obliged to lollow the 
sermon in all its details nor refrain 
from making alterations aud s(>ecial 
applications. To satisfy the byperciiti- 
» al he might annouuce before beginning 
that the sermon was in the main that of 
Dr. Alexander but edited by himself to 
more perfectly fit the occasion. 

But even pastors of great literary 
ability have seasons of distraction and 
weariness when It seems impossible to 
compose satisfactorily. What a relief 
it would be if a volume could be taken 
down from the shelves to furnish that 
which the uuwilllng brain cannot be 
goaded into producing. But custom 
does hot allow it aud pastor and con¬ 
gregation both suffer in cousequeuce 
thereof. 

It cannot be said that the^thoughts of 
one man delivered by another will not 
produce effects, because large audteuces 
are alternately moved to tears and 
laughter and have both mind aud heart 
powerfully wrought upon by the writings 
of one person delivered by others. The 
stage, of course. Is a well known ex¬ 
ample of this, and there are man}’ otherB 
that will readily suggest tbemsslves. 
If readiug of hymns and passages uf 
Scripture, creeds and the like are uot 
only permissible but effective, why 
should uot a good sermon be so likewise? 

We are confident that should the ex¬ 
periment be tried the division of labor 
between writer aud speaker would soon 
gain universal approval.

1 has al 
ways had tba Mteem of tbe citizens, and 
I wish to present the proper facta In the 
controversy with the Township < omuiit- 
tee In regard to tba bell tower. Shortly 
after Its organization Hj e company built 
tbe tower, under an architect s specifica¬ 
tion*. to bold the l«ell, weighing 2.1** 
|b*. It paid for the tower, and bought, 
paid for, and owes the bell. The natu¬ 
ral life <*f the structure, without the 
electric alarm, might be from ten to fif¬ 
teen years, exjwfeed as It is to the 
eather. About two years ago the 
Township Committee put tbe lottery 
room, striking apj>ar*tus. etc., up in the 
tower, at least doubling tbe weight the 
structure was Intended to carry. It was 
formerly struck by hand, without jar¬ 
ring, and now is struck by the falling of 
nearly three-foifrths of a ton of Iron, 
causing the tower to sway with every 
blow. This has caused the roof to leak 
and has ruined tbe handsome celling in 
the reading-room. It Is tbe opinion of 
the members of the company that the 
tower is not very strong, and, uuless 
strengthened, may be overthrown by the 
high winds, or striking of the bell, or 
both combined. 

Now what does the company wish In 
this matter ' I will first answer by tel¬ 
ling what they do not wish. They do 
not wish money, though they have giv¬ 
en much. The town has bad the use, 
without expense, of the bell anil tower 
(which cost us $1,500) for years. Is wel¬ 
come to the past, and can have the fu¬ 
ture use on certain conditions. The 
question is, shall we continue to main¬ 
tain a structure aud apparatus, getting 
nothing for it, aud run the risk of hav¬ 
ing to pay for any damage that may oc¬ 
cur, if the thing falls down owing to the 
fact that the town has overloaded it? 
The answer seems easy, and Is easy. It 
is ‘‘No.” Ordinary business precaution 
for members of a corporation iwbo are 
Individually as well as collectively lia- 
blei says, “Protect yourselves against 
such a contingency or remove part- or all 
the weight from the tower, aud if neces¬ 
sary lake it down." It may stand some 
years as it is, aud the writer thinks I bat. 
with proper bracing it will. A lease 
dras'ii by the Fire Committee, by direc¬ 
tion of the Township Committee, has 
been presented to that body, giving tbe 
town the use of the bell and tower for $1 
per year, provided that the township 
will assume any damage that may he 
caused by Its fHiliug, aud Las been laid 
over to next Monday. It*» execution by 
tbe Towuship Committee is all the com¬ 
pany asks. The Towuship Committee 
should then buve the lower examined 
by au expert, and make such rtf pairs as 
are needed to make it sate. 

These, fellow citizens, are our require¬ 
ments iu this matter, and are they not 
such as each oue of you would make if 
you were in our place?
